On February 22, 2015, I responded to 974 Castile in reference to a 911 
hang up. Officer Trammell #167 and Officer Porter #225 responded to 
the residence and reported shots being fired from the rear of the 
residence. 

Upon my arrival, I met with Officer Trammell, Corporal Richer #130, 

Sergeant Ribnicky #142 and Lieutenant Imel #138 who were taking cover 
behind vehicles in the driveway of 958 Castile. As I approached there 
position, I could distinctly hear gunshots coming from the residence 
of 974 Castile. I grabbed my personally own, department certified long 
gun and loaded a round into the chamber. I assumed cover behind a 
vehicle in the driveway of 958 Castile. Lieutenant Imel advised me to 
take a position to the south along the canal line. I walked along the 
west side of 958 Castile to the canal line behind the residence. From 

there I had a clear view of the canal line to the east behind the 

target residence. 

I remained in my position and could hear a male yelling and firing 
multiple rounds off from the rear of the residence. The male would 
then enter the residence and exit through the front. I heard officers 
in a position facing the front of the residence stating he had a gun. 

From my position I could see a shadow of the male walking in the front 

of the residence. The male continued to fire more shots from the rear 
of the residence and come out the front door multiple times. I could 
hear the male while inside the residence, breaking what sounded to be 
glass. The male continued to scream but none of his words could be 
clearly heard from my location. 

The male then exited the front again and another officer advised he 
still had either a pistol or revolver in his hand. An officer advised 
he was going to shot out the lights on the house. This transmission 
was followed closely by two loud shots. Lieutenant Imel then advised 
the subject was down and they were approaching the residence. 

I then made an approach along the canal line east towards the target 
address. I moved towards the front of the residence between the two 
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houses in a vacant lot. I assumed a cover position on the front door. 

I was then reassigned to cover the rear of the residence by the 
incident commander. I remained at the rear of the residence until 
relieved by Officer Debusk #162. I responded to the station to meet 
with FDLE and provide a statement to the incident from my position.

Valenti (#192) and I responded to 357 Alder 
Ave SE, Palm Bay, Florida in reference to a subject stating he had 
received text messages and voice mails from an unknown female who was 
looking for help. The female indicated her boyfriend was "freaking 
out" and she was afraid he was going to hurt her. 

Upon arrival contact was made with Vincent Sylvester. He showed me a 
text message from phone number 321-266-6347 in which the person was 
asking him if he was "Doc". The person stated they were "Jen, Brads 
wife." "Jen", the person in the text messages, indicated she needed 
help because Brad had not slept and was hallucinating. She stated it 
had happened four months ago and the kids had seen him again tonight. 

Jen stated Brad needed a sleep study or something and requested help. 

She stated she asked Brad if she could call him ("Doc") and Brad got 
upset and said there was nothing anyone could do. She stated Brad 
kept talking about "his troops". 

Sylvester responded by telling Jen he was not who she was trying to 
get ahold of. Jen responded stating she was sorry and Sylvester asked 
if he [Brad] was a veteran. She responded he was and was provided a 
number by Sylvester to get help. Jen thanked Sylvester and asked him 
if he was a veteran in the text message and he explained the number 
was a suicide prevention number and that he was a veteran. Jen 
thanked Sylvester who told her to keep the kids safe at all costs. 

She responded with "God Bless you". Sylvester also told her to call 
911 if needed stating they can get him to a safe place. 

A voice mail was also left on Sylvester's phone from Jen. In the 
voice mail, she greets "Doc" and says "It's Jen". She apologized for 
calling him at 5:30 in the morning and stated she needed help. She 
then sounds as though she started to cry. Jen provides a phone number 
which is the same as the number Sylvester had from the text messages 
and hangs up. 

Sylvester allowed me to take screen snap shots of the text 
conversations and email them to my work email from his phone. He also 
allowed me to record the message left on his voice mail. The screen 
snap shot pictures and audio voice mail were all placed onto a disk 
and submitted into evidence.

On 02-26-2015, at 0542 hours, I responded with other officers to 974

scene for a 911 hang up. While en route, as on scene officers were 
transmitting information on their radios, I heard multiple gun shots 
being fired. On scene officers confirmed these were gun shots being 
fired by the suspect. At this time the on duty Watch Commander 
activated S.W.A.T. and the Crisis Negotiations Unit. 

I arrived at the intersection of San Fillippo Dr. SE and Community 
College Parkway SE and met with my Crisis Negotiations Unit Sergeant 
Roberts ID 165. While attempting to collect information on the 
suspect, perimeter officers advised the male continues to walk in and 
out of the residence and at this time, he was in the front yard 
yelling something about the United States Marine Corps. Sgt. Roberts 
made contact with Sgt. Weber ID 73, who was the Incident Commander, 
and the decision was made for Sgt. Roberts and myself to move to the 
residence and attempt to start negotiations with the suspect. Sgt. 

Roberts and I drove our vehicles to the intersection of Castile Rd. 
and Flagami Rd. and began to approach the residence on foot. During 
our approach, I heard the discharge of a .308 rifle. The reason I 
recognized it as a .308 rifle is because I heard one discharged three 
times during an active incident February 28, 2014. Approximately 
three seconds later, I heard a discharge again. I then heard Ofc. 

Hollcroft ID 112 advise he had "shots fired." Sgt. Roberts and I 
continued our course to the residence and met with Ofc. Hollcroft and 
Lieutenant Imel ID 138 who were both at the 4 /l, (southeast) corner 
of 975 Castile Rd. SE. Lt. Imel advised the suspect was deceased. Lt. 

Imel instructed me to stay with Ofc. Hollcroft who was also with Ofc. 
Trammell ID 167. Ofc. Trammel and I brought Ofc. Hollcroft from the 
scene back to his vehicle that was parked on Hosbine St. SE, (which 
was directly behind 975 Castile Rd.) Sgt. Weber then instructed Ofc. 
Trammel to take Ofc. Hollcroft to the police station, and that I was 
to respond to the Command Post at the intersection of Flagami Rd. and 
Castile Rd. 

Upon arriving at the Command Post, I met with other members of the 
Crisis Negotiation Team, (C.N.T.) We were tasked with locating a name 
for the suspect and any family members who may know the location of 
any children that may belong to the residence due to the suspect 
making a comment about children prior to being fatally wounded. I was 
able to locate information on a male subject with a home address 
matching the target address in the Driver and Vehicle Information 
Database, (D.A.V.I.D.) This information was passed along to Sgt. Weber 
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and Major Case Detective Sgt. Pusatere ID 141. C.N.T. Sgt Lugo ID 159 
then gave me a phone number. He advised this was a phone number for 
the suspect's wife, Jennifer Leonard, and that I needed to have her 
respond to the Command Post. I made contact with a woman who advised 
she was Jennifer and that she lived at 974 Castile Rd. I asked if she 
was ok and if she had an argument with her husband the previous night. 

Jennifer replied, "We did argue, I just left." She further stated 
she was at a friend's residence in West Melbourne. I then requested 
she meet me at the intersection of Flagami Rd. and Castile Rd. She 
agreed and asked if she could leave her children with her friend. I 
confirmed with Jennifer that she took all of her children when she 
left the residence and she confirmed she did, and that she has two 
children, Brady Shepard Leonard, (nine years old) and Alayna Marie 
Leonard (six years old.) I instructed Jennifer to leave her children 
with her friend and respond to my location. 

Approximately thirty minutes later, Jennifer arrived on scene and 
advised the following, (in summary): Her husband, Bradford, "Brad" 
Samuel Leonard, served in the first Gulf War in the United States 
Marine Corps. Approximately four months ago, Brad would wake up in 
the middle of the night with nightmares. Jennifer stated these 
nightmares were about the war based on the things he would scream out 
while asleep. Brad suffered from a hallucinogenic episode when the 
nightmares first began. He had not had another hallucination until 
last night / early this morning. Last night Brad began to have 
conversations with people that were not there. He would stand in 
different parts of the residence, as well as in the front yard, and 
hold these conversations. At some points, Brad would yell and argue 
with these "individuals." While in the kitchen. Brad believed the 
kitchen counter was on fire and that it was started by a bottle of 
salad dressing that was left on the counter. Brad told Brady that the 
salad dressing needed to be thrown away because it started the fire. 
Jennifer advised this scared Brady, but Jennifer calmed him down. 

Later in the night. Brad approached her and began talking to her as if 
he was actively in the war. Jennifer believed he was having an active 
flashback as he punched her in the shoulder and said, "isn't that 
right, buddy?" Jennifer stated Brad has never hit her, and that she 
believes he saw her as one of his "war buddies." Jennifer advised 
Brad remained in this state through the night. She found a number in 
his cell phone that she thought belonged to the family doctor Brad saw 
for his sleeping problems. She sent several text messages to this 
number asking for help for Brad because he was suffering from 
hallucinations. Due to the severe level of the hallucinations, for 
the physical safety and mental stability of the children, Jennifer 
removed them from the residence at approximately 0500 hours this 
morning. Jennifer told Brad that she was taking them to school, (this 
was a Sunday morning.) Brad thought nothing of it, and said goodbye 
to the kids. Jennifer then left the residence. 

Jennifer further advised the only doctor Brad had seen or was seeing 
was the family doctor. The only medication he was prescribed was for 
his troubles sleeping. She assumed he was not taking it as 
prescribed, as he was still having trouble sleeping. Jennifer stated 
he had not had any services from the Veteran's Affairs Administration 
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or any other doctor. 

Major Case Detective Jones ID 89 and Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement, (F.D.L.E.) Agent Ryan Bliss were present during this 
conversation between Jennifer and I. It was at this time that 
Jennifer was told that Brad had died. Jennifer became understandably 
emotional and fell to the ground. I sat with Jennifer during this 
time as she blamed herself for leaving. I requested dispatch to have 
a Victim's Services Advocate respond to my location. I re-assured her 
of the statement that she made earlier that she left for the safety of 
her children. Agent Bliss then presented a F.D.L.E. Consent To Search 
Form to Jennifer. He explained that anytime there is an officer 
involved shooting the agency asks permission to enter the residence to 
aid them in their investigation. Jennifer then asked, "You mean he 
didn't kill himself?" It was explained to Jennifer that Brad was 
killed when he pointed a gun at a police officer. She again became 
emotional, but asked if anyone else was hurt. I told her no. 

Jennifer then looked at me and stated in regards to the Consent form, 
"I don't know what to do." I informed her she is not required to sign 
the form, and further explained that this will just allow officers / 
agents into the residence to aid them in their investigation. 

Jennifer understood and signed the Consent form, allowing 
officers/agents into the residence. This form was signed by me as a 
witness officer. 

Jennifer then asked if she could call her friend. Missy, who was the 
friend she stayed with and who currently had her children. I advised 
her she could. Jennifer began speaking with Missy, then became 
emotional and gave me her cell phone. I identified myself and began 
speaking with Missy. I explained what had happened to Brad and 
confirmed that she still had Jennifer's two children. Missy confirmed 
she still had the children and that they did not know what was going 
on. Per Jennifer's request, I asked Missy not to tell the children 
what happened to their father. Missy understood and agreed. Missy 
advised she wanted to be with Jennifer and that she would leave the 
children with one of their mutual friends, Candi. I passed along this 
request to Jennifer who confirmed Candi was a friend and that it was 
ok to leave the children with her. 

After approximately thirty minutes at the intersection of Flagami Rd. 
and Castile Rd., Sgt. Weber instructed me to transport Jennifer to the 
police station, to the Chief's Conference Room, to get her to a 
secluded area. I explained to Jennifer I would like to drive her to 
the police station to get her out of the road and before the news 
media arrived. I further explained to Jennifer that this was fully 
voluntary and that she was not required to go. Jennifer agreed and 
allowed me to drive her vehicle to the police station. 

Once at the police station, I escorted Jennifer upstairs into the 
Chief's Conference Room where I again explained to Jennifer she was 
free to leave at any time. I then told Jennifer I wanted to call 
Missy and advise her we were at the police station. Jennifer gave me 
her phone and I passed along this information to Missy, with 
directions to the police department. 

While waiting for Missy to arrive. Victim Service's Advocate Heidi 
Peck, arrived at the station and joined us in the Conference Room. I 
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was then instructed by Captain Moya ID 43 to have Jennifer move to 
Captain Blackledge's office due to the Conference Room being needed. 

I explained to Jennifer that we would be moving to an office that was 
next door. Once in this office, I again advised Jennifer that she was 
free to leave at any time she liked. 

Once Jennifer was in Captain Blackledge's office, dispatch advised me 
that Missy was in the lobby. I walked downstairs and met Missy in the 
lobby. While escorting Missy upstairs to Jennifer, Missy explained to 
me that Jennifer called her early this morning and asked to come over. 

Jennifer explained to Missy that Brad was suffering from 
hallucinations and was arguing with and yelling at people that did not 
exist. Jennifer told Missy she feared for the safety of the children. 

Missy was then brought into Captain's Blackledge's office to be with 
Jennifer. 

While talking with Missy, Jennifer was texting with Brad's sister. 

She told Jennifer she needed an attorney. Jennifer asked me if she 
needed one. I informed Jennifer that I could not answer that question 
for her, if she wanted an attorney present with her she had that 
right. I further explained to Jennifer that she was in no way under 
any form of investigation and that she was only brought to the police 
department to get her to a secluded area. I told Jennifer again that 
she was free to leave any time she felt she wanted to. A short time 
later, I was advised by dispatch that two attorneys were in the lobby 
for Jennifer. I informed Jennifer of this information and she stated 
she did not need to speak with them, as did Missy. I informed them 
that I could not say this to the attorneys, that Jennifer herself 
would need to say this. I then retrieved the two attorneys from the 
lobby and brought them upstairs to Jennifer. She thanked them for 
coming, but declined their services. I then escorted the attorneys 
back to the lobby. 

Detective Jones and Agent Bliss then met with Jennifer in Captain 
Blackledge's office. They informed her they did not need any further 
information from her. Jennifer asked when she would be allowed back 
to her residence. Agent Bliss advised her it would not be for the 
rest of the day, possibly into the follow day, but that she would be 
notified when she would be allowed to return. 

I escorted Jennifer and Missy to their vehicles in the police 
department parking lot. Jennifer collected personal things from her 
vehicle and locked it before leaving with another friend that 
responded to the police department with Missy. Jennifer asked if she 
could leave her vehicle at the police department for a short time. I 
advised her this was ok and she could pick it up at any time she 
wanted to. Jennifer and Missy then left the police station. 

I informed dispatch that Jennifer's vehicle would be in the parking 
lot and provided the vehicle license plate.

On the 02/22/15 at approximately 0530hrs, I heard officers dispatched 
to a reported 911 hang-up at 974 Castile St SE. Shortly after the 
officers arrived, Ofc. Trammel, #167, advised that there were shots 
being fired in the backyard, then quickly added multiple shots fired. 

Both Ofc. Trammel and Ofc. Porter, #225, were instructed by Sgt. 

Ribnicky, #142, to back away from the residence and seek cover. 

I immediately started responding to the area and contacted Sgt. 

Roberts, #165, a Crisis Negotiations Team supervisor (CNT), and 
requested he respond to the location. As I neared the target 
location, I approached Castile St SE from Gailean St SE. At this 
point, there was no one else near the initial responding officers. 

Ofc. Trammel advised he was at a residence to the west of the target 
residence and Ofc. Porter was on the east. As I pulled onto the 
street, I saw Ofc. Trammel taking cover behind a vehicle in the 
driveway of 958 Castile St SE. 

As I approached Ofc. Trammel, I observed a white male exit the target 
residence and I exited my patrol vehicle and took cover with Ofc. 

Trammel. I asked Ofc. Trammel if the suspect was shooting at him or 
just in the backyard, Ofc. Trammel told me that the suspect "knew" he 
was there and started firing toward him. At this point, I requested 
the SWAT team be contacted and respond to the scene. Based upon the 
suspect being armed with a firearm, and actively taking shots in the 
directions of officers, I immediately had a well founded fear that one 
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of the officers, neighbors, or myself would be killed as a result of 
the suspect's actions. 

Sgt. Ribnicky arrived on scene a short time later and took cover by 
the last vehicle in the driveway with his rifle. At this point, I 
could see a white male exit the residence wearing what appeared to be 
a white robe. I could not tell if he had anything in his hands as 
there was a vacant cleared lot directly to the west of his residence 
(which a black truck was parked in facing east) and then the residence 
I was in front of and seeking cover. I heard perimeter officers 
advise that the male had a gun in his hand. Shortly after, the male 
entered into the residence and I could hear multiple shots being fired 
which appeared to be coming from inside the residence. I could hear 
what seemed to be glass breaking inside, presumably from the shots. 

I relayed this information on the radio and requested another 
supervisor take "command" as I was unable to from my vantage point. 
Sgt. Weber, #73, advised he was taking command. I gave what 
information I had over to Command so that the roadways could be 
blocked, minimizing injury risk to bystanders. 

Ofc. Ball, #154, arrived on scene and I directed him to the rear 
(south) of the residence along the canal. Ofc. Hollcroft, #112, 
advised that he was located northeast of the target residence, in 
between two different houses, and had deployed his rifle. 

The suspect exited the residence again, still wearing the robe and 
perimeter officers reported there was a firearm in his hands which I 
could not see from my vantage point. I asked if they could tell what 
kind of firearm he had so that I could determine if we needed to back 
further away or not. The perimeter officer, I believe Ofc. Porter, 
advised it looked like a revolver. The suspect began yelling 
something about the Marines and "storm the house." 

The suspect re-entered the residence and more shots started firing, at 
this point, it sounded as if it was coming from the backyard. A 
perimeter officer reported that the suspect was now yelling, sounded 
like he was yelling at someone else, possibly to get on the ground. 

At this point, I was in fear that there were possibly hostages inside 
the residence. I relayed this information over the radio. Based upon 
this information, Ofc. Hollcroft requested permission to retrieve his 
department issued .308. Permission was granted and he went to his 
vehicle and retrieved it, then returned to his previous location. 
During the encounter, the suspect exited the front of the residence, 
would walk toward the garage (on the east side of the residence), 
yell, then reenter the house. He did this several times (I do not 
recall exactly how many times). Each time he exited, he would yell, 
most of which I could not understand, and perimeter officers always 
reported the male had a firearm in his hand. 

At one point, officers reported they believed a juvenile had exited 
the residence and was running toward the roadway. I looked up from my 
vantage point and observed a male in grey clothing. The male started 
yelling in the direction of Ofc. Hollcroft and then ran back inside 
the residence. Perimeter officers then reported that the person they 
thought was a juvenile was actually the suspect who had taken the robe 
off and/or changed clothing. 

The suspect fired off several more rounds, this time, it sounded like 
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a heavier caliber, which I base on my training and experience as a law 
enforcement officer. I relayed over the radio that it appeared the 
suspect may now have a different caliber weapon. The suspect's 
continued actions caused me to fear for my own life, the life of the 
officers on scene, and the neighbors. I began to try to come up with 
an idea to evacuate the occupants of the surrounding houses, but, did 
not for fear that they would be shot by the suspect when they exited 
the residence. 

The suspect came out of the residence and perimeter officers reported 
the male saying something about taking out the lights to the garage 
(carriage lights). I saw the male walking toward the east side of the 
outside garage door. I looked down momentarily and heard a loud gun 
shot, quickly followed by a second shot, coming from the direction of 
Ofc. Hollcroft. I looked up and saw the suspect, who was facing the 
roadway, spin to his right, strike the garage door and fall on his 
back. I advised on the radio that shots were fired and the suspect 
was down. I saw no movement after the second shot was fired. 

I asked Ofc. Hollcroft if that was him, meaning, was he the one that 
fired. I did this because I was in fear that Ofc. Hollcroft had been 
shot by the suspect and to ensure that there was not a second shooter 
we did not see. Ofc. Hollcroft advised over the radio that it was him 
because the suspect pointed the gun at him. 

I then assembled the officers around me, and directed the officers to 
respond to the suspect to see if there was any possibility of 
rendering medical aide. The officers and I ran from 958 Castile St SE 
to the suspect. As we approached the suspect, I could see blood 
spatter on the garage door, the suspect lying motionless on the 
driveway, face up. I observed the right side of his face to be 
deformed, as I got closer, I could tell his eyes were open with a 
fixed gaze. As I stood next to him, I could see that the right side 
of the back of his head appeared to be gone with brain matter on the 
driveway. At this point, it was obvious that the suspect was deceased 
and I advised this over the radio. 

I looked at the body and observed him lying flat on his back. I 
noticed a firearm which was lying, (the muzzle facing east), in 
between the left side of the suspect (who's head was facing west) and 
his left arm. I was still concerned that there may be hostages inside 
the residence based upon the suspect's earlier yelling apparently at 
someone inside. I directed the team that was with me to approach the 
front door. 

As we approached, we yelled out inside the residence and got no 
response. Sgt. Ribnicky, a SWAT officer, was concerned of being 
ambushed and there were no obvious signs at this point that there was 
someone else inside, in need of medical attention. Sgt. Ribnicky 
requested we back off and wait for a SWAT element to respond in case 
there was more than one shooter. I agreed with his opinion and we 
backed off. I advised Command over the radio that we would wait until 
a SWAT tactical element arrived for entry into the residence. 

I then requested dispatch to contact FDLE and advise them to respond 
and assume the investigation as we had an officer involved shooting 
with a fatality. Dispatch advised they would do so. I then ensured 
that the chain-of-command was notified of the situation. I was 
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advised by dispatch they had done so. 

I then directed Ofc. Galiotto, #222, to maintain sight of the deceased 
and cover the front door as the rest of us backed off. This was to 
ensure that the crime scene was not contaminated. I then assigned 
Ofc. Trammel to be the companion officer for Ofc. Hollcroft as per 
department policy. 

I cleared my location and checked on Ofc. Hollcroft. Ofc. Hollcroft 
was very emotionally upset and kept stating "I had to. He pointed a 
gun, I had to. He pointed a gun at me." We were able to calme 
Ofc. Hollcroft, who then reached down and made the .308 safe, and I 
instructed him to leave the scene with Ofc. Trammel. I took the keys 
to Ofc. Hollcroft's vehicle so it could be moved at a later time and 
had Ofc. Trammel escort Ofc. Hollcroft to the Palm Bay Police 
Department. 

At this point, I instructed Ofc. Negron, #148, to make contact with 
the neighbors to see if we could get any information on the other 
occupants of the home. I was advised by Ofc. Negron that a neighbor, 
who was at the residence to the northeast of the target, reported that 
the wife and children of the suspect had left at approximately 0300hrs 
this morning, after verbally arguing with the suspect. The neighbor 
(whose identity I did not obtain) advised that the wife drove a white 
vehicle which was not present in the driveway, which was indicative of 
her not being home. 

Ofc. Negron, #148, then reported that persons in the house directly 
north of the target knew the wife. Ofc. Negron obtained a cell phone 
number for her which I relayed to command. A short time later, SWAT 
Commander, Lt. Augello, #139, arrived on scene with a SWAT tactical 
element. Those officers cleared the residence and did not locate 
anyone else inside. Lt. Augello advised that he was in fear of the 
wife and children's lives as there was a large amount of blood located 
inside. 

I directed an officer to start a crime scene log and directed another 
one to put up crime scene tape around the area. I then spoke with 
Sgt. Roberts and we determined that we would move two of the suspect's 
garbage cans in front of the body and place a blanket around them so 
that we could obstruct the view of the body from the roadway. 

I then re-approached the residence and walked up toward the front 
door. As I approached the door, I observed a black pair of glasses in 
front of the window, east of the body. I then also observed part of a 
piece of skull and brain matter, almost in front of the front door. 

As I entered inside, I observed a large amount of blood throughout the 
residence, on the floor and on other items. I was directed into what 
was obviously a child's bedroom (because of juvenile decorations and a 
bunk bed). On the pillow of the bottom bunk, it appeared as if there 
was a bloody hand print on it. 

As I was looking over this, command notified me that they had located 
the wife and children "safe and sound." I then cleared the residence 
and directed day shift officers to start canvassing the area to look 
for any areas which might have been impacted by bullets fired by the 
suspect, for fear some of the rounds might have gone through a house 
and seriously injured or killed a bystander. I also made contact with 
an older male at the residence north east of the target. 
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The male advised me that he had been in his garage around "3" in the 
morning and heard a lot of banging and yelling. He exited his 
residence because he was concerned someone may be breaking into his 
vehicle. As he got into his front yard, he observed the suspect and 
the wife yelling at each other in the driveway. The male yelled at 
them to stop and he saw the female leave the residence. He went back 
inside his and went to bed. He only awoke when he heard shots being 
fired, he advised only two, probably when Ofc. Hollcroft fired his 
weapon. I advised command of this address and requested he have 
someone respond to this location to formally interview the occupants. 

I then cleared the area and responded to the station. I met with DC. 
Rogers, #129, who advised that he would be completing the 
administrative paperwork associated with an officer involved shooting. 

Afterward, I met with Agt. Bradley Lewis from FDLE. Agt. Lewis 
interviewed me and I provided him with my sworn, recorded, verbal 
statement. The investigation was formally turned over to FDLE. I 
have no further information at this time.

When a second call for shots fired came over the radio I 
recognized Sgt. Ribnicky's voice telling one of his Officers to back 
away from the house. I checked my MDT for the incident location and 
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quickly responded to the area utilizing my vehicle's emergency lights 
and siren. 

I arrived on scene, and met up with Officer's on the corner of Flagami 
Road and Castile Road. Myself, Ofc. Glover #193 and approximately four 
other Officers mobilized at this location and check in with Sgt. Weber 
#73 who was running "Command" of the incident. I asked Ofc. Glover to 
pull up the target house and the surrounding area on a map from his 
MDT. At the time of this incident it was still dark outside and I 
needed to orient myself to target house from our location. Also I 
could hear over the radio other units being assigned to certain 
locations and I wanted to know where they were in relation to our 
location. 

Once I reviewed the map I learned that the target house was around the 
corner from our location, and approximately a dozen lots or more away 
from where we were mobilized. We could not make any visual 
observations from our location of the target house. I made the 
decision that we would move west along Castile Road to where the road 
made a bend to the south. This would put us on the same part of the 
road where the target house was located. Then using cover and 
concealment I moved our team a little further south on Castile to a 
house where we could just see some lights that at the time we assumed 
was the target house. 

We stayed at this location until Sgt. Weber told me and Ofc. Glover to 
move along the canal line, that ran behind the target house, and take 
a position at the 3/2 corner. Ofc. Glover and I left the rest of our 
team. Before moving I told Ofc. Abroe to take control of out team of 
guys and make sure "Command" knew where they were. 

Ofc. Glover and I moved down the street along a wood line till we got 
to the from of 1010 Castile Road. Here we noticed that there was a 
break between the house and a wooded lot that would take us to the 
canal line. We traveled along the canal line and as we were moving I 
asked Ofc. Glover if he could monitor the radio because he had a ear 
piece in while I lowered mine so that we could move quietly. We got 
approximately one house from the target house when I heard a large 
caliber weapon being fired. Approximately two to three seconds later 
there was another round fired. From my experience I believed the shot 
fired came from a .308 caliber rifle. Ofc. Glover and I took cover 
after the first round was fired, but after the second round was fired 
I heard over the radio from Ofc. Hollcroft that the subject was down, 
and that he had fired the shot after the suspect pointed a firearm at 
him. 

Ofc. Glover and I held out position till we were directed by Sgt. 

Weber to move to the 3 side of the house till S.W.A.T. can come in and 
clear the house. We were told to try and get eyes on the backyard. The 
backyard was surrounded by a six to eight foot wooden fence. We moved 
to this location and Ofc. Glover was able to remove a few of the 
boards from the fence so that we could have a clear view of the yard. 
Ofc. Ball 154 met up with us from his original location to add 
support. We held this location till we were given the "all clear" to 
break down the perimeter. 

Ofc. Glover and I walked around to the front of the house. I met Sgt. 
Ribnicky who asked me to stand security over Ofc. Hollcroft's .308 
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rifle and his AR-15. His firearms were on the 4/1 side of 974 Castile 
Road. I noticed on the ground next to the .308 rifle there was two 
live .308 cartridges and two spent .308 casings. The AR-15 was up 
against the house with a OD Green bag lying over the top of it. The 
.308 Rifle was up on it's bi-pod facing toward the target house. While 
I was conducting security over the weapons, Ofc. Trudeau checked the 
surrounding house for any bullets that may have impacted them. He told 
me he found what appeared to be two bullet holes in the front of the 
house where I was standing.

I was also informed that upon SWAT clearing the residence, 
they observed large amounts of blood along with glass and interior 
damage to the residence. I was advised that contact was made with 
Brad s wife (Jennifer Shepard-Leonard) who had left the residence with 
their two children and was safe. She agreed to meet with officers at 
the intersection of Flagami St. and Castile Rd. 

Upon arriving on scene, I met with Sgt. Pusatere and Agent Ryan Bliss 
with FDLE. Officer Woronka was speaking with Jennifer. I walked to 
Officer Woronka s location and listened to what Jennifer was advising 
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her. Jennifer indicated that Brad served in the United States Marine 
Corp during the Gulf War. Approximately four months ago. Brad would 
periodically have nightmares about the war. According to Jennifer, 

Brad has not been previously diagnosed with PTSD or seeing a doctor at 
the VA. For the past couple of nights, Brad has not slept more than 
three to four hours. The only medication Jennifer was aware that Brad 
was taking was sleeping medication. 

On the evening of February 21st, 2015, Brad began to act oddly by 
having conversations with people who weren t there. He would be 
talking as if he was directing troops in the war. Jennifer indicated 
at one point. Brad thought something was on fire and told his son 
Brady to move away from the fire. This continued to escalate through 
the course of the night. At approximately 0500 hours, Jennifer left 
the house with the children out of fear for their safety. She went to 
a friend s house until she was later contacted by police. I was 
advised by Officer Woronka that Jennifer did not know that Brad was 
deceased. At that time, I advised Jennifer of the incident. 

During the initial conversation Officer Woronka was having with 
Jennifer, I had to step away approximately three times; therefore some 
of the conversation with Jennifer was missed. Agent Ryan Bliss then 
obtained consent from Jennifer for agents to search the residence. At 
that time, I responded to the scene with agents from FDLE. BCSO Crime 
Scene Unit was requested to respond to the scene for processing. 

The crime scene had already been taped off prior to my arrival. As I 
entered the crime scene, I observed a deceased white male (identified 
as Bradford Leonard) lying at the top of the driveway next to the 
garage. Brad s body was in a supine position and his head was facing 

to the west. I observed what appeared to be a bullet wound that 

entered the left side of his chest and exited the right side of the 
chest. I also observed what appeared to be a bullet wound to the left 
side of Brad s head and exited the right side of the head. A handgun 

was lying on the ground between Brad s arm and the side of his chest. 

I observed two bullet holes that entered the garage door. A white 
couch pillow was in the front yard to the right of the driveway with 
blood stains on it. The front door had multiple gun shots through the 
glass of the door. 

I then observed a .308 rifle in the side yard of 973 Castile Rd. The 
rifle was on the ground sitting on a bipod and was pointing to the 
north. I also observed a .223 rifle on the ground not far from the 
.308 rifle as well as a green field bag. I was advised that was where 
Officer Hollcroft took a position and ultimately fired two rounds from 
his .308 department issued sniper rifle. Officer Trudeau was keeping 
the crime scene log and was watching the rifles at that time. 

Agent Bliss and I then conducted a neighborhood canvass. We first made 
contact with Kathy and James Liatos who reside at 983 Castile Rd. We 
first spoke with James who provided a sworn audio recorded statement 
to the following: He was sick earlier in the night and got up at

approximately 0100 hours and took some medicine. He then watched 
television until approximately 0300 hours when he heard some commotion 
outside. He got up and came outside to check his vehicle because he 
believed he left it unlocked. He then explained the commotion was 
coming from 974 Castile Rd. He could hear voices and could see feet 
walking out the front door. He then heard Jennifer say, Come on Brad, 
knock it off . James then told them to go back inside their house. He 
then observed them walk into the house, but then heard Brad s truck 
being locked by remote. He then saw Brad going back out to the truck 
and Jennifer was trying to get him to come back inside. He then stated 
that he didn t know if Brad was in a military psychotic attack or a 
bad dream, but he was acting very peculiar. He then indicated he has 
seen Brad act this way in the past. Brad and Jennifer returned to 
inside their house and James walked back inside his house. James 
remained up until about 0430 hours and then returned bed. At 
approximately 0545-0550 hours, he heard two blasts come from the side 
of his yard. He got up and went to the front door a got in a prone 
position. He looked out and saw four officers with their firearms 
brandished towards Brad s house. He indicated it was dark and that is 
all he saw. Agent Bliss asked James if he heard any gun shots prior to 
the two blasts he heard and he indicated he did not. James then said 
he did hear noises that caused him to go outside, but he could not 
distinctively say that what he heard was gun shots. Agent Bliss then 
asked him about his comment of having the military psychotic episodes 
and he indicated Brad was a Marine. He stated Jennifer and Brad have 
had many large loud fights at night in the past. James advised he knew 
Brad had many guns and was a firearms instructor. Agent Bliss asked 
James if there was any physical violence between Jennifer and Brad and 
he stated he did not see any physical violence and only heard the 
yelling. He could not make out what was being said during the 
argument. When asked how many times he has observed this he indicated 
three to four times a year. I asked James how Brad s demeanor has been 
over the past year. James indicated he has known Brad for over ten 
years and always known him to be friendly. He would always be outside 
playing with his children and helping neighbors. He has not observed 
in changes in Brad demeanor. He stated he typically saw Brad daily as 
Brad is outside with his children. Brad would typically have a cigar 
or a beer in his hand, but has never seen him intoxicated except when 
Brad and his wife are fighting. He then explained that Jennifer would 
take the truck and the kids and leaves the house. The longest he has 
seen her gone has been approximately a week. 

We then spoke with Kathy Liatos who provided a sworn audio recorded 
statement to the following: She had not slept well through the night 
and recalled waking up at 0444 hours. She remained in bed but didn t 
fall back to sleep. She indicated her bed is located on the northwest 
side of the residence and the window was slightly open. She did not 
recall what time it was when she heard two booms. She didn t hear 
anything before that. She then went to the front door where she 
observed the officers approaching Brad s residence. She indicated it 
was still dark, but she could see that it was police officers 
approaching the residence. She said that she was then contacted by 
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officers to check her residence to see if any bullet holes could be 
located. She was told that Brad had been shooting towards her house 
and she indicated she did not hear any gunshots prior to the two 
booms. I asked Kathy how far apart the two big booms were and she 
indicated that when she heard the first big boom, she got up and got 
to her bedroom door and heard the second boom. She stated it was 
seconds apart, but the two booms were not in succession. She did not 
know at that time what had transpired. She did not hear Brad earlier 
in the morning hours. She also indicated that her dog usually barks at 
sounds and did not bark until the sounds of the two booms were heard. 

I asked Kathy if she knew Brad and Jennifer personally and she 
indicated that she did. She knew that they were struggling and has 
witnessed over the last year the arguments have increased. She also 
indicated that she had knowledge that Brad had guns. The interviews 
with James and Kathy was later placed onto a CD and Entered into 
Property and Evidence. 

Agent Bliss and I then made contact with Sean Dageford at 998 Castile 
Rd. Sean indicated he went to bed at approximately 2330 hours on 
February 21st and a was awoke by us when we knocked on his door. He 
heard nothing throughout the night. 

I then responded to the Palm Bay Police station with agents from FDLE 
so interviews could be conducted with witness officers. Due to the 
amount of officers that responded to the scene, it was decided that 
the witness officers would be interviewed by different agents. I 
remained with Agent Bliss where we first interviewed Cpl. Richer ID 
130. Cpl. Richer provided a sworn recorded audio statement that 
indicated the following: He was working in patrol and acting as a 
Field Training Officer during this morning s incident. He had a 
trainee named Samantha Missale ID 226 with him. Agent Bliss asked Cpl. 
Richer to explain what happened from the time the call came out. He 
indicated he and PPO Missale were at the Palm Bay Police Station when 
the call came out. He and PPO Missale responded to the scene and 
parked to the west of 974 Castile Road. As he was approaching the 
parked patrol car on Castile Road, he heard gun shots. They then took 
a position of cover behind a pick-up truck parked at the residence 
located to the west of 974 Castile Rd. Cpl. Richer had his department 
issued Bushmaster .223 rifle deployed. He remained in that position 
throughout the incident. From that location, he observed the suspect 
come in and out the front of the residence, but he could not observe 
what was occurring in the back of the residence due to the privacy 
fence. He could hear someone go out to the rear of the residence and 
fire additional rounds from the back yard. The individual would then 
go out to the front of the residence and fire more rounds. He 
indicated he could hear glass breaking from the residence. From his 
position, there was a tree that obstructed his view of the front door. 
Other officers were in position to see Brad coming in and out of the 
residence. He said at one point. Brad came outside and made it almost 
down to the road. He was walking really fast and talking, but Cpl. 
Richer could not determine what was being said. Brad then turned 
around and walked back toward the residence. Agent Bliss asked Cpl. 
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Richer how many times Brad had walked to the end of the driveway and 
he indicated once. Cpl. Richer further explained that Brad had come 
out of the house three to four times while he was on scene. He stated 
that Brad was acting erratic, going back and forth from the house and 
firing rounds and was yelling. When asked how many rounds he thought 
Brad had fired he said maybe 10-12 rounds. Cpl. Richer explained that 
from his vantage point he could only observe Brad when he walked away 
from the house and would lose visual of him when he walked closer to 
the residence. He was surprised when the two shots rang out, because 
he didn t have a visual of Brad. Cpl. Richer stated that the two shots 
that were fired by Officer Hollcroft were approximately 1-2 seconds 
apart. He indicated that PPO Missale was near him during the incident. 
Cpl. Richer did not have any conversation with Officer Hollcroft after 
the incident. He added that Officer Porter was communicating over the 
radio about observing Brad with the handgun. Cpl. Richer s interview 
was placed on CD and entered into Property and Evidence. 

The next interview conducted was with Officer Porter ID 225. Officer 
Porter provided a sworn audio recorded interview that indicated the 
following: Officer Porter was assigned as the primary officer to a 911 
hang-up call for service located at 974 Castile Road. He was 
dispatched with Officer Trammel ID 167 to this location. Officer 
Trammel arrived on scene first at 0534 hours, arriving from the west 
of the residence. Officer Porter arrived at 0536 hours and arrived 
from the east of the residence. Officer Porter indicated that he had 
parked several houses away from the address. As he arrived on scene, 
Officer Trammel quickly flashed his flight light at him to indicate 
his position. Once they started to approach the residence they heard 
gun fire. Officer Trammel then calls shots fired over the radio. 
Officer Porter took cover at a residence about two houses to the south 
east of the residence. Officer Porter then observed a white male 
wearing a white robe in front of 974 Castile Road. He observed the 
male had a hand gun in his right hand. Officer Porter then found a 
position of cover behind some vehicles and was in a position where he 
continued to observe the male. The male was outside for a short period 
and returned to inside of the residence. He continued to hear shots 
being fired from either inside the residence or from the back of the 
residence. The first couple of shots sounded muffled, but then 
appeared to be louder, which led him to believe the shots were being 
fired from the back yard. He then indicated the front door had an oval 
decorative glass, and at one point, he observed the glass being shot 
from inside the house. At his time. Officer Hill ID 220 and PPO Schuck 
ID 208 arrived at his location. Officer Hill had his department issued 
.223 long rifle deployed. There were several times that the male would 
come to the front of the residence and was waving the hand gun and was 
shouting, but it could not be determined what he was saying. He did 
hear something being said about kids, and thought he was yelling at 
kids. The male would then go back inside and more gun shots could be 
heard coming from inside the house. The male returned to the front of 
the residence and yelled something about the Marine Corp, but that is 
all that could be heard. Officer Porter indicated he took extra 
precautions due to dealing with veteran s in the past. The male went

back inside and shortly after came back out. Officer Porter's first 
thought this was a juvenile coming outside because the white male had 
taken off his robe. At that time, the white male came to the end of 
the driveway. Nothing was said to the male by officers when he came to 
the end of the driveway. The male then went back to the top of the 
driveway and continued to yell. He indicated it was the same voice as 
the male in the robe so it was determined it was the same male and not 
a child. He could then hear more shots being fired and indicated he 
didn t know how many rounds were fired because the male was constantly 
shooting. The last time the male exited the residence he came all the 
way to the end of the driveway, unlike the previous times where he 
only came approximately half way down the driveway. Officer Porter 
believed that the male didn t know officers were on scene until the 
male walked all the way to the end of the driveway. The male then 
started scanning the area and began shouting. That is when Officer 
Porter believed the male was aware of officer presence. The male then 
went back up to the garage and it appeared as if he was trying to 
loosen the light bulbs in the carriage lights. Officer Porter then 
indicated that the male was actively engaged in trying to conceal 
himself while attempting to loosen the lights. Agent Bliss asked if 
the male was able to get the light bulbs out and Officer Porter 
indicated that he was attempting to and also had the gun pointed out. 
That is when Officer Porter heard the first shot coming from a high 
powered rifle. The male fell to the ground with the gun in his hand 
and was still moving. Officer Porter then heard the second shot. A few 
seconds pass and he. Officer Hill, and PPO Schuck then made an 
approach to the residence and found that the male was deceased. They 
maintained a position of cover and it was determined not to enter the 
residence at that point due to not knowing what could still be 
occurring inside the residence. All the officers moved back and kept 
cover until the SWAT team arrived and cleared the house. Officer 
Porter indicated that there were several times during the course of 
the incident that he felt he may need to shot the white male because 
he was pointing the weapon, but he knew other officers had long 
rifles. Officer Porter was unaware of who fired the two shots. Agent 

Bliss asked Officer Porter if he knew the people that lived at the 

residence and he indicated he did not and he had never been to that 

address before. Agent Bliss asked Officer Porter if he clearly saw the 

male waving a gun around and also pointed the gun at him. Officer 
Porter responded he did see the male with a gun and he did point it in 
his direction. Officer Porter did say that if he was in a closer 
position, he would have had to shoot at the male due to fear for 
himself and the reckless manner he was shooting. This concluded the 
interview which was placed on a CD and entered into Property and 
Evidence. 

Next an interview was conducted with Officer Ball ID 154. Officer 
Ball provided a sworn audio recorded interview that indicated the 
following: He was on his way to work as a patrol officer when he heard 
the call for service on the radio. As he was arriving to the police 
department located at 130 Malabar Rd., he heard officers stating shots 
fired over the radio. He then turned around and began driving to the 
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scene. Upon arriving on scene, he parked his patrol car at the 
intersection of Hosbine St and Castile Rd. and could hear shots being 
fired from that location. He approached the area on foot where he met 
up with officers who were already positioned at the house to the west. 

He then moved to the back side of the residence located at 960 Castile 

Rd. where he could observe the rear of 974 Castile Rd. From this 
location, he could hear gun shots coming from the rear of the 
residence. He then heard radio transmissions that the male was now 
coming back out the front of the house. He indicated he could see part 
of the front but some of it was obscured. He could partially see a 

male moving, but he could not get a visual on the male. He could see 

from his location that the male would again go inside and he could 
hear gun shots coming from the rear of the residence. The male would 
then walk back out to the front of the residence. He could hear the 
male yelling, but could not understand what was being said. He 
indicated officers in other locations would be able to transmit over 
the radio, things that they could determine what was being said. He 
was able to hear the male yelling, breaking windows, and firing 
multiple rounds. He then heard over the radio something to the effect 
that he was shooting out the front lights. He then heard one shot go 
off, followed by a second shot. He then heard over the radio that the 
male was down. He moved up toward the residence to assist in clearing 
the residence, but it was decided to wait for the SWAT team to arrive 
to clear the house. He then returned to the rear of the residence with 
Officer Glover and Officer Ramirez and maintained a visual on the rear 
of the residence. Agent Bliss asked Officer Ball if he knew the 
people that lived at the residence and he indicated he did not and he 
had never been to that address before. This concluded the interview 
which was placed on a CD and entered into Property and Evidence. See 
FDLE Case Number OR-27-0214 for additional statements obtained by 
different FDLE agents. 

Once the interviews were completed. Agent Bliss and I returned to the 
scene where Brevard County Sheriff s Office Crime Scene units were 
still processing the exterior of the residence. Investigator Rick 
Huckabee with the Brevard County Medical Examiner s Office arrived on 
scene and was briefed of the incident. Once he documented the scene, 
B&B Transport removed the body which was transported to the Medical 
Examiner s Office. 

While at the police department, I was provided with a copy of the 
radio transmission for the call. I listened to the radio traffic and 
officers mentioned several times that shots were being fired from the 
home of 974 Castile Road. Several officers had responded to the scene 
and were set up around the residence. Officer Porter reported several 
times that he observed the male exit the residence several times with 
a hand gun in his hand. Officers can be heard saying the suspect was 
down after gun shots were heard. Officer Hollcroft was asked if that 
was him that shot and he indicated it was and the male had pointed the 
gun at him. The radio traffic and 911 calls were placed on a CD and 
entered into Property and Evidence. 
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I returned to the scene where I remained throughout the day. Once 
Brad s body was removed from the scene by the Medical Examiner s 
Office, Brevard County Sheriff s Office Crime Scene Investigators 
began processing the inside of the residence. I was informed that the 
inside of the residence had large amounts of blood throughout and 
several bullet holes inside the residence. The back sliding glass door 
had been shattered. I was informed that the Crime Scene Investigators 
would be there for several hours processing the scene. An officer 
remained on scene for security and FDLE Agent Brad Lewis remained on 
scene. I was advised by my command staff I no longer needed to remain 
on scene. 

June 4th, 2015: 

On today s date, I received the Medical Examiner s report in reference 
to Brad Leonard. On February 23rd, 2015, Dr. Krzysztof Podjaski 
conducted the autopsy and found the cause of death to multiple gunshot 
wounds and the manner of death was homicide. 

The investigation was conducted by FDLE (FDLE Case Number OR-27-0214) 
and I was advised on August 21st, 2015 that the investigation was 
complete by FDLE and the State Attorney s Office concluded that the 
use of deadly force by Officer Hollcroft was lawful and proper under 
Florida Statutes. This case is exceptionally cleared.
